HE Duke de la Feuillade has fent fome 

De:achments to Lombardy, but we know 

not juftly the Number of the Troops he 

has fent. Several Barks with Forces on 

board are likewife failen,down the Po, 
and according to what is reported by Deferters, more 
Battallious are to follow them, and 4 Regiments of 
Dragoons Lave alicady taken that Route. The E- 
nemy have begun to blow up the Fortifications of 
Verue, and intend to do the like by the. Donjon. 
They defigs +o blow up the Catftie of Afti, and 
abandon the Lown: They have fent their Provifions 
down the River from Crefcentino and from Chivas 
towards 4° “ne Duké de la Feuillade’s Army 
Craw Sublillence at prefent from Suza, from 
whence they receiv’d on Saturday a Convoy of 1200 
Mules. Duke came himfelf to Rivoli the fame 
day with soo Horie and fome Foot to cover the Con- 
voy. By his Order, the Bridges of Alpignan and 
Colia, on the River Doria, are repaired. Our Par- 
tics of vars continue to make Excurfions with 
Socceis: Phey bave taken behind the Enemies Army 
a good Number of Horfes, Mules and Officers that 
were going to Suza: They have likewife brought in 
from ibe Milaneze feveral Horfes and Mules, witha 
Service of Plate. They continue to carry Ammuni- 
tion to Suza, and the Artillery there is ready to be 
brought to their Army, where the Number of the 
fick encreafes daily. The new Works about this 
Place are carry’d on with the utmoi? Diligence, and 
moft of them will be finifh’'d in a few days. P. S. 
This moment we have Advice that the Enemy have 
aba:don’d Afti, without having blown up the Caftle, 
and his Royal Highnefs has fent fome Troops to take 
Poffeffion of it. 

Bern, Seprember12. We have Advice from Turin, 
that the Duke de 's Feuillade was fending a Detach- 
ment of 5000 Micn tothe Duke de Vendome ; That 
2 Regiments of Horfe were already march’d from 
Chivas and that 50 Barks with Infantry on board 
were to be font afterthem. That the French having 
abandon’d the Town and Caftle of Afti, were retir’d 
to Alexandria, and that the Duke of Savoy had im- 
mediately fent fome Troops to poffefs themfelves 
of it. Some Letters fay the Duke de la Feuiilade 
has been fore’d to quit his Camp at la Veneric, by 
reafon of the Infection of the Air. Our Letters from 
Milan of the 8th bring nothing remarkable from the 
2 Armies,who continue in their former Camps. 

Lions, September 10. We expect by the End of 
this Month 12 Battallions from Alf{atia, that are to 
join the Army under the Duke de la Feutlade, who 
neverthele(s will undertake the Siege of Turin before 
the Reinforcement "tis faid, that Orders 
are already given to begin the Lines of Circumvalla- 
tion from the Doria to the Po. 100 Pieces of Can- 
non and 50 Mortars, together with the neceflary 
Ammunition, are ready for carrying on the Siege. 

Paris, September 14. ’Tis given out here, that the 
Duke de la Feuillade was to begin the Siege of Turin 


the 6th of this Month. The King has reducd the 
Reinforcement that Duke ask’d of bim to carry on 
the Siege, to 10 Battallions and 2 Regiments of Dra- 
goons, who will join him the icth of next Month. 
The Camp which the Count de Louioule has formd 
near Hyeres, confifts of between 6 or 7oco Men. 
From the Antwerp Gazette, dated Septembci 22. 

Paris, September 18. They write from the Camp 
at la Veneric, That Turin was to be inveited ihe 
8th ; and that the Trocps that were marching to join 
the Duke of Vendome, were countermanded. 

From the’ Leiden Gazere, dated September 22. 

Turin, September 2. Our Duke concinues .o cake 
all potlible Precautions to aciend the Siege, with 
which the French threaten this Town ; and to this 
End has made the Inhabitants take Arms, and torm’d 
8 Batrallions of "em. All the Houfe-keepers have re- 
ceiv'd Orders not only to lay in a Stock of Provifi- 
ons for their Families for 6 Months, bur likewile co 
furnifh themfelves with Ropes, Buckets, and ciber 
neceffary Inftruments to put out the Fire of Bonibs 
and Carcaffes. The Enemies Army continues at la 
Venerie without attempting any thing hitherto, 
which is imputed partly to the Difeafes that arg rife 
among the Troops, and that encreafe daily. 

From the Duke de la Feuiilade’s Camp at ia Veneric. 
September 5. The Duke de la Feuillade has at length 
receiv'd Orders from the King to form the Siege of 
Turin without further Delay ; and this at the Re- 
queft of the Duke de Vendome, who preties very 
hard to have it done out of Hand. We have drawn 
out almoft all the Troops that were in Vercelli, and 
in all the other conquer’d Places of Piemont ; not- 
withftanding this our Army is not yet above go Bat- 
tallions, and a few Horfe ; fo many have been {wept 
away by the ficknefs that has reign’d among us for 
fome time. However we fhall be before Turin early 
to morrow’ Morning, and begin forthwith to draw a 
Line of Circumvaliation from the Po to the leffer 
Doria. The Artillery we are to imploy in this Siege, 
is ready at any time, and confifts of 80 Demi-Cul- 
verins, 20 other Cannon of a leffer bore, and of 45 
Mortars. We have already extended the Contribu- 
tions beyond Rivoli. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated Seprember 22, 

Geneva, September 10. The Duke de la Feuillade 
is broke up from his Camp near Turin, and march'd 
to Chivas ; there being 8000 fick in hts Army. ’Tis 
now faid, he is not to lay formal Siege to Turin, 
but only to bombard ir. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated September 22. 

Bourdeaux, September 9. Upon the Advice we 
have had here, that there bas been publifh’d in all 
the Ports of Bifcay a Placard of Philip the 5th, per- 
mitting the Privateers of that Province to fail upon all 
the Dutch Veffels that fhould come to Trafick in 
France, though they were provided with Pafsports 
from Louis the 14th, and from the Elecror of Beva- 
ria: The Intendant of Guienne, and the Magiitrates 
of this Town have fent Expreffes to the Court of 
France, to reprefent the great Prejudice it will be to 
the Inhabitants of Bourdeawx, efpecial!ly in this time 
of their Vintage ; befides, that the King’s Kevenue 
will be confiderably impair’d by ic. But ’tis believ’d 
they will get bur little by their Complaints, — 
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the Crowns of Prancé and Spain dace not at this 
time of Day difoblige the Bifcayans, who have al- 
ready two Frigates of 8 or 10 Pieces of Cannon at 
Sea, and ate fitting out 4 others of 12, 14, 16, and 
18 Guns, and two large Shallops, who without fail 
wil come into the Garonne, and other Rivers of 
France ; efpecially fince they have Orders to fearch 
all neutral Veffels for prohibited Goods, and to feize 
all they find with Counterband Commodities on 
Board. Mean while aff the the Merchant-Ships that 
are in the Garonne have notice not ta go yet outro 
Sea; and there is a Repore that fome Frigates will 
be fitted out to Convoy thofe Merchant-Men to the 
Ports for which they ate bound.
